OF AN EMPIRE. 


WAR TALK BELIEVED TO BE oF 
SMALL ACCOUNT. 


The Country Lies in Austria’s 
Mailed Fist and Could Be Promptly 
Crushed—The Peasants Raise Pigs, 
Talk Politics and Dream of Future 
Greatness. 


{London Mail:} is a common 
ing of humanity to imagine we 
do best that for which we are often 
the least fitted. The Servian people 
have always shown incapacity to com- 
bine in large political units; yet ever 
since they were dicentangled from the 
mixed races of the Ottoman empire 
they have aspired t) revive the glories 
of that mighty Servian state which 
rose and fell with Dusan. 

The dream of an empire which shall 
unite the Servian-speaking people of 
Servia, Old Servia, the Sanjak of Novi 
Basar, Montenegro, Bosnia, Hersego- 
vina, Dalmatia, Istria, Slavonia, and 
the country north of the Danube be- 
tween Belgrade and Orsova, is never 
forgotten. Every ripple on the unsta- 
ble surface of the Balkans brings back 
the dream.

The truth 
is that neither Servia nor Berau 
has done what the statecraft of Europe 
ordained; each has refused to be bond- 
man to its great hbor. Russia 
sulked and refused to recognize Bul- 
garia for years, while Austria erected 
tarif? and transit barriers against 
Servian pigs. 

AN IMPRESSION OF PEACE. 
In Montenegro and Herzegovina, 
where the people strpasle with nature 
for a bare existence, I could not escape 
the conviction that war was inevitable. 
But in Bosnia, with its great resources, 
and still more in Servia, I felt the im- 
ression of peace. However much the 

lanes may desire independence, 
they are not ng to risk the penalty 
ot failure. ke many Greeks in the 
with Turkey, they say to their 
companions: “Come as victors, 
and welcome.

At first these poisonous products bt 
fatigue were regarded as animal alka- 
loids similar to plant poisons, lke 
strychnine and bromine. But Dr. Wel- 
chart succeeded in isolating from the 
muscles of wearlec animals a specific 
toxin. which, when injected in small 
dose into animals, gradually produces 
immunity and formed an antitozin. In 
large doses the toxin produced all the 
symptoms of fatigue, followed by 
death. A simple method of producing 
an antitoxin has been bed in @ 
recent German paper. | 

When albumen is gently heated for 
about ten hours with a chemical agent 
like diluted nitric acid, it is broken 
down into various products, one. of 
which yields all the physiological et- 
fects of fatigue. In continuing the 
heating for a long period or on boiling 
the mass this toxic substance is de- 
stroyed, and among the products of 
ite decomposition is one that neutral- 
nes its action. This new substance 
may be separated from the other prud- 
ucts of decomposition and from the ac- 
companying mineral salt. When in- 
jected into the body it is stated to act 
as an antidote to the toxin of ae 
preventing its injurious effects.—{ 
cago Tribune.

officer who makes or participates in 
making a conéract for the city with 
such corporation, brings such officer 
within the rule prohibMing officers from 
having a direct or indirect interest in 
contracts, it would seem to logically 
follow that a city officer owning stock 
in a corporation contracting with a 
city is equally within the law, so far 
at least as his ownership of such stock 
is concerned. Upon the authorities, 
and the express letter of the charter, 
the Board: of Public Works could not 
have contracted with Gen. Sherman to 
lease rooms from him personally, and 
such a contract would have made him 
ineligible to act as a water commis- 
sioner, beyond all question. Is he also 
imeligible if the contract is made with 
the corporation in which he is a stock- 
holder? It will readily occur to any- 
one that to so hold would be extending 
the rule as far as it could be made to 
go in reason. The argument can be 
advanced with some force that, if such 
is the law, any officer of the city who 
happens to own a share of stock in 
any corporation whose managers or di- 
rectors have made a contract with the 
city, although he had nothing to do 
personally with the making of the con- 
tract, either ag a city officer. or as a 
stockholder in the corporation, and 
possibly had no knowledge of the con- 
tract whatever at the time, would be 
thereby disqualified. And the conclu- 
sion would be that the law should not 
be so construed ag to cause such un- 
just consequences. But let us examine 
this argument a little further. Suppose 
the officer owns a controlling interest 
in the corporation, it ig not unusual 
for a single stockholder to own such 
an interest, and even 90 per cent. of 
a corporation's stock. If a city officer 
cannot contract with the city person- 
ally, can he do so in the name and un- 
der the guise of a corporation which 
he controls? While there ig undoubt- 
edly the possibility of hardship In some 


who stock holdings are small, it 
seems to me that the manifest 
purpose of the law is always to be 
kept in mind, even if the question be 
a close one and open to two opin- 
lons. If stockholders are not disqual- 
ified under circumstances like the pres- 
ent, what is to hinder one or more of- 
ficials from dealing with the eite 
through the medium of a corporation 
which they organize or control? Rather 
should it be said that probably this 
contingency, or the fear that it might 
occur, is one of the very things the 
law was designed to prohibit, for it 
Is easy to create corporations, and they 
are now commonly used as a means of 
contracting and conducting business 
generally. 

“The contract we are here consider- 
ing is a corporate contract made with 
the Main Street Company. I am 
aware that the strictly legal view of 
corporate contracts is that ‘they are 
the contracts of the corporation, and 
not of the stockholders; and that in 
making them, the corporation acts 
through its officers and directors, and 
Not through its stockholders. So that,

an officer should own 90 per cent. of 
the stock of a corporation contracting 
with the city, the problem would not 
seem to present much difficulty; it 
becomes apparently so as we diminish 
the officer's stockholding.

for the proposition that the courts do 
not stop to inquire what the extent 
of the interest may be which causes 
the disqualification. 

“The authorities are to the effect 
that an officer who makes, or who is 
a member of a board which makes, or 
who participates officially in any man- 
ner in making a ce@rtract for the city 
and as the city’s agent, cannot him- 
self be a stockholder in a corporation 
with which such contract is made, 
even to the extent of one share of such 
stock. These cases necessarily pro- 
ceed upon the principle that the inter- 
est of the public officer in such con- 
tracts, arising from the mere fact that 
he is a stockholder, is within the 
meaning of the law when it prohibits 
officers from being ‘interested directly 
or indirectly’ therein. There is no 
other tangible ground upon which such 
decisions could rest. And if that be 
conceded, and it must be, as a prin- 
ciple applicable to contracts which of- 
ficers themselves make with corpora- 
tions in which they are stockholders. I 
do not see any satisfactory ground 
for a distinction which would deny 
that it applied to contracts which are 
made by other officers with such cor- 
porations. There is a difference in de- 
gree, perhaps, but not in kind. So far 
as the nature of the interest in cor- 
porate contracts which stock owner- 
ship confers, is concerned, it would 
seem it has precisely the same nature 
and should have the same effect, cer- 
tainly in the absence of a statutory 
declaration to the contrary, in the one

Our charter takes no note whotever of 
who mates the contracts. or bow they 


as distinguished from its stockholders. are made; it simply forbids the city

“That Gen. Sherman is ‘interested’ 


y. or at least, in 4 
contract made an officer of the city 
on behalf of t city, cannot be 
doubted. As a stockholder of the Main 
Street Building Company, he certainly 
participates in the fruits of that con- 
tract. I do not entertain the slight- 
est doubt on the point that this lease 
could not have been made with him 
personally, or as a co-tenant, or a 
member of a partnership, and if not in 
that manner, the presumption is that 
it cannot be made in such a manner as 
to give him an ‘indirect’ interest there- 
in. I am fully aware of the somewhat 
extensive effect such a construction of 
the charter might have, for the char- 
ter makes no distinction with t 
to the interest which shall disq fy, 


to nor does it discriminate between con- 


tracts, and if the disqualification ex- 
ists, there is authority for the prope- 

sition that the courts will not set on 
foot an inquiry as to the extent of the

“Upon a review of the whole ques- 
tion, it is well to reeognize that there 
may be possible difficulties in returf- 
ing an unqualified affirmative answer 
to your inquiry, which could arise out 
of the general nature of the words in 
which the charter forbids city 
from being interested in public con- 
tracts, In that it might be considered 
that the language in which section 18 
is couched does not specifically include 
stockholders in corporations as parties 
‘Interested directly or indirectly’ in 
city contracts.

“For the reasons herein given, I am
